In 1926 the estimated expendi- 
tures of tourists was about 200 
million dollars; there was a steady 
increase to 1929; then a decline 
until 1933 when the lowest point 


was reached. In that year -the 


amount was about 117 million 
dollars. Since 1933 the increase 
bas been rapid and sustainec. 
" Motor Tourists 

On the other side of the ledger 
there’ is the money expended by 
Canadians abroad, which is estim- 
ated for 1936 at about 125 million 
dollars. There will, therefore, be 


a balance of perhaps 150 million 


dollars or more. : 

The bulk of the tourists come 
by motor-car from the United 
States, attractions being national 
parks, virgin . forests, fishing, 
shooting, the mountain scenery of 
British Columbia, the old world 
life.of Quebec, and the Dionnes. 
The influx of motoring tourists to 
Callander, the home of the famous 
‘Dionne quintuplets, has been 
omazing. -- . " 

The Travel “Bureau estimates 
the number of tourists entering 
Canada during the ‘first eight 
months of the year at about 
'8,500,000.-—Reuter.
